Even structural cracks in con- 
crete can be expertly repaired 
There is no question that the 
pool can be brought. back to fop- 
notch condition, in stages .over 
two or three years, without a 
bond issue or a tax increase 

She refers to the study made 
last spring by a consulting engi- 
neer engaged by the board. This 
consultant, I” would: point: out, 
was the same one engaged to 
evaluate the existing pool in 
1984 

At that time, he was also 
engaged to design the new pool 
submitted to the voters in that 
year 

His estimate for rehabilitation 
of the existing pool in 1984 was 
more than $800,000 or about $1.2 
million in today’s dollars. This is 


more than twice as much .as'~ 


Hastings and Chivetta, the new 
consultants, have estimated for 
renovation. 

It-raises_a_question.about why 
the board engaged its 1984 con- 
sultant again, since his recom- 
mendations were already known.

Retention vote 
on judges 
important 


Voters Tuesday should be 
careful not to overlook one of 
the most important decisions 
they are asked to make — 
whether incumbent state judges 
should be retained for another 
term in office. 


A significant number of vot- 
ers in each election fail to cast 
in retention elections, accord- 
ing to the Illinois State Bar 
Association, and-it-is_urging 
voters to become informed 
about the candidates and exer- 
cise their right to decide. 


The non-partisan retention 
question is one of the last offic- 
es on the ballot and this may 
be one reason retention voting 
is so low. Ip order to be 
retained, a judge must receive 
at least 60 percent “‘yes’’ vote 
from those who vote on the 
question. 


Voters who choose to vote a 
strdight party ballot should be 
aware that they must separate 
ly vote on retention. If the 
retention ballot is left blank, it 
is not counted. 


“The vast majority of judges 
in Ilinois-are dedicated, hard- 
working, and knowledgeable 
public servants,”’ says Peter H 
Lousberg. president of the 
State Bar. ‘!With few excep- 
Hons. sitting Judges represent 
an investment by the public — 
an investment in their training 


and experience.””
